Chief am ora the reasons prom pt­ 
ing the m ove is the statem ent re­ 
peatedly heard in the United States 
that the Filipinos have not as a 
people expressed their view s on In­ 
dependence, 
The N ationalists de­ 
cided to accept th is challenge and 
to stop the anti-independence pro­ 
paganda now being carried on in the 
United States.

“W hat price sickness?’’ reads the 
opening sentence of the letter, the 
text of which follows: 
"Isn’t it well to pause and con­ 
sider the price of sickness in your 
hom e? Think w hat it m eans to you 
In loss of tim e and money. 
Think 
of the m isery and unhappiness it 
causes, not to m ention the sorrow 
of death. 
“Does it not behoove you to take 
every opportunity 
to fu rth er 
the 
health and w ell-being of your child? 
Preventive medicine should be your 
aid. 
Fortunately 
medical 
science 
knows how to absolutely prevent 
some diseases. 
Among those are 
diphtheria, 
typhoid 
fever, scarlet 
fever and smallpox- 
Isn’t It w orth 
your while, from a 
hum anitarian 
standpoint, to investigate these and 
protect your child? D iphtheria and 
sm all pox are alw ays present, in 
varying numbers, in Orange county. 
F or th at reason the Orange county 
health departm ent desires to sta rt 
a cam paign to eradicate these two 
diseases from the county and w ishes 
to have your most earnest co-opera­ 
tion. 
The most successful w ay to 
achieve this idea is by im munizing 
the 
school children. 
The county 
health departm ent will, In the very 
near futurt, have nurses and physi­ 
cians in your district 
doing 
this 
work. 
W ill you help 
by 
having 
your 
children 
im m unized? 
You 
never know a t w hat tim e they are 
liable to come in contact w ith either 
or both of these diseases. 
"W e are rpepared to do this work 
absolutely free of charge. 
In some 
com m unities a sm all charge is made 
for this service but for the present 
we have funds on hand to do it 
free. 
Our greatest effort, in regard 
to diphtheria, will be directed to ­ 
w ard children from five to IO years 
of age as th at is the group most 
usually affected, but 
any 
parent 
m ay have any CMM

long as It is over six m onths of 
age.

if they desire 
it. 
D iphtheria 
and 
sm allpox clinics will be held a t d if­ 
ferent tim es so th a t they will not 
Interfere with each other. 
"There Is absolutely no harm in 
these vaccines. They are thorough­ 
ly sterilized before using and there 
are no live germ s in them. 
They 
are put up in salt solution, glycer­ 
ine, or other 
harm less 
m aterials. 
They may cause a very slight re ­ 
action and make an uncom fortable 
feeling for 24 hours but think how 
much better this is than for the 
child to have one of these horrible 
diseases.

It is found in the lower right side of the abdo­ 
men. 
Hornctimes it is shorter than three inches, and

The germ s which cause appendicitis m ay enter the 
•appendix through the blood or through the lnte,s- 
• lines, wltn which the appendix is connected. 
Api>ar- 
tr ily thee* germ s m ay originate in distant parfe of 
the ikody, in the tonsils, in bad 
teeth, 
or 
in

stom ach. 
The structure of the appendix la auch 
that 
it 
lavers infection. 
There is a great deal of tissue 
{ which m ay easily becom e sw ollen, thus sh utting off 
the canal and allow ing the m aterial retained to d e­ 
compose and produce inflam m ation. 
It may be said in general that any condition which 
tends to interfere with the drainage of the appen­ 
dix into the large intestine is of im portance In caus- 
I ing appendicitis. 


A great victory for peace has been achieved in Euiope. 
It 
has come about directly through the wise and timely interposition 
of the Council of the League of Nations. 
Because of a disorder and 
a clash on the frontiers of Greece and Bu!garia. those two neighbor 
countries of the Balkans were actually fighting, with a force of 
Greeks invading Bulgarian territory. 
Then appeal was made to 
the Council of the League of Nations. 
A conference of the Coun­ 
cil was held hurriedly and orders were issued peremptorily for Greece 
and Bulgaria to stop hostilities at once and for the troops of each 
to retire across their respective frontiers. 
This was in the nature 
of an ultimatum and only a brief period was given the bellicose 
Dowers to comply. 
The order of the Council was respected. 
And 
now, with the hostile demonstrations ended, the Council of the 
League of Nations has named a commission of inquiry to proceed 
at once to the scene of the trouble, to investigate impartially and to 
report at the December session of the Council. 
Both Greek and 
Bulgarian representatives assured the Council that their representa­ 
tive countries will accept the commission’s findings without quali- 
ication and give it every assistance both at the frontier and at Ath­ 
ens and Sofia. This is splendid. 
But there is something more— something reassuring. 
The Coun­ 
cil resolution emphasizes the wisdom of the commission’s studying 
measures to eliminate future conflicts, and specifically instructs it to 
ascertain the origin of the recent outbreak and to establish facts 
enabling the fixing of responsibility. 
This promises 
to 
suggest 
measures to prevent a recurrence of these threatening outbreaks. 
This whole proceeding reads like a page from the history of 
that Golden Age toward which the world is moving—when interna­ 
tional disputes shall be settled in the high court of reason and con­ 
ciliation.
